"Political apathy is the most dan­ 
gerous and fastest spreading disease 
In America today,” declared United 
States Senator Andrew F. Schoeppel, 
of Kansas, in an address Friday 
evening before more than 300 Get­ 
tysburg college alumni, at the annual 
Alumni Council dinner in Huber 
hall. 
"This apathy is the result of wor­ 
shipping the Golden Calf of eco­ 
nomic security. It substitutes de­ 
pendency for independence Its end 
product is bondage rather than free- 
j dom,’’ he declared. 
Henry M. Scharf, chairman of 
the Alumni Days committee, in in­ 
troducing Senator Schoeppel stressed 
the importance of the annual meet­ 
ings and the objective of the com­ 
mittee. He said: 
“Generally speaking, college alum­ 
ni have particular responsibilities be­ 
cause they are the beneficiaries of 
the American System of Free En­ 
terprise which has made possible 
the American system of free and 
uncontrolled higher education. They 
have the responsibility to exercise 
their earned prestige and leader­ 
ship, not only in opposing those 
who would alter or destroy that sys-

Lloyd Van Doren, Chicago, a class­ 
mate of Dr. Zinn, told several anec­ 
dotes and said it was a rare privi­ 
lege to have studied under Dr. Breid­ 
enbaugh, Dr. Zinn’a predecessor, 
Dr. C. A. Bloat, who has been as­ 
sociated with Dr. Zinn In the chem­ 
istry department for 22 years, told 
of Dr. Ztnn’s accomplishments. He 
added that there are Gettysburg 
chemistry majors studying at grad­ 
uate schools of Penn 8tate, John 
Hopkins. Princeton and Rochester. 
He also estimated th at at least 50 
of the chemistry majors at Gettys­ 
burg have become physicians.

BEING ON TIME 
Punctuality 
is 
something that 
should be one of the cardinal vir­ 
tues. As a matter of fact it is exact­ 
ly that, but it is forever being badly 
battered. There is one virtue about 
a train—it leaves on the dot. as a 
rule. Otherwise there would be con­ 
fusion in an endless number of w ays. 
Punctuality in an office is import­ 
ant. It should start on time. Im a­ 
gine what a fix you would be in if 
your automobile refused to function 
in only a few of its parts! You would 
not even get started. Every instru­ 
ment in an orchestra must be ex­ 
actly in tune. Whenever a single 
employe is late the entire machinery 
of an office is injured. 
Be late to an appointment and 
you have cheated both yourself and 
the one with whom you had the ap­ 
pointment. Said 
Napoleon: 
“The 
reason why I beat the Austrians is 
that they did not know the value 
of five minutes.” 
I once knew a 
business man who would immedi­ 
ately break his engagement with 
one who was late. Not only is it 
bad taste to be late for an appoint­ 
ment, but intensely discourteous to 
the one with whom you have it. 
There are those who persist in be­ 
ing late for the theatre. They come 
in late, often treading upon the 
toes of those seated, and distract 
attention from the production itself.* 
It is irritating and unkind, as well, 
to 
others who have arrived 
and 
taken their seats on time. I know 
people who make it a practice to 
be late for functions. They think 
that it is "stylish” but where they 
ever got the idea is a mystery. 
Many a one has lost a valuable 
opportunity by not being on time. 
Tile race horse who hesitates and 
doesn’t get off on the dot often loses 
the race. Too many people in life 
‘ miss thp bus” and so are left be­ 
hind to harbor their disappointment. 
This universe is run on time. Fu­ 
ture happenings are predicted to the 
minute. The early bird not only gets 
the worm, as the saying goes, but it 
cashes in on health and satisfaction 
as well.

Harrisburg, June 4 </P) 
$350,000 in profits from the hobby 
shop at the Eastern State peniten­ 
tiary will help finance state opera­ 
tions in the next two years. 
The money is part of $1,300,000 
transferred by the 1949 General As­ 
sembly from the state manufactur­ 
ing fund to the general fund, from 
which governmental operations are 
financed. The manufacturing fund 
was established to operate prison 
industries at Pennsylvania’s penal 
institutions. 
F. Herbert Cooper, director of the 
division of prison industries in the 
Welfare department, said the hobby 
shop profits were transferred into 
the manufacturing fund some years 
ago for “safe keeping.” He ex­ 
plained the transfer was made at 
the time operations at the peniten­ 
tiary were under fire. 
Propriety Questioned 
An audit of the prison industry 
division, made by former Auditor 
General G. Harold Wagner for the 
fiscal year ending May 31, 1948, 
questioned the propriety of includ­ 
ing the profits from the hobby shop 
in 
the 
manufacturing 
fund. 
The audit report given Gov. James 
H. Duff and also filed with the 
Legislature insisted such action was 
contrary to provisions of the state 
adminstrative code. 
The auditors reports said there 
was as of May 31. 1948, $286,400 in 
profits from four institutional in­ 
dustries in the manufacturing fund. 
It said the profits had accumulated 
over a number of years from indus­ 
tries at the Eastern Penitentiary 
identified as the cane and loop shop, 
cigar shop, rag shop and the mak­ 
ing of safety and bobby pins. 
Wagner’s report said the making 
of such items was "in direct com­ 
petition with private enterprise and 
labor” something which he said is 
barred by the adminstrative code. 
Cooper explained that prior to 
the transfer of the profits the in­ 
come from the hobby shop had been 
managed by the prison board of 
trustees. He said he will seek a legal 
opinion whether supervision of any 
future profits should not be returned 
to the trustees.

They have sought to meet the 
housing shortage by financing new 
housing operation wherever passible. 
By wise counsel and precept they 
are assisting business and industry 
to lay the groundwork today for a 
sound prosperity period. 
"Whereas the banks are seeking a 
better understanding of banking on 
the part of the public toward a full 
realization of the part that this 
phase of free enterprise has played 
in the growth of our country, I, Clar­ 
ence A. Heiges, burgess of Gettys­ 
burg. do hereby declare the week of 
June 6 to June ll, inclusive, ‘Know 
Your Bank Week.’ 
"I suggest that all citizens of this 
community visit the banking insti­ 
tutions during ‘Know Your Bank 
Week’ in order that there might be 
a better understanding of the serv­ 
ices rendered by banks to the public 
and the contributions which our 
banks are making to the free econ­ 
omy system of this nation."

Harrisburg, June 4 (ZP)—Collection 
of over half of the $1,250,000 owed 
the Commonwealth for hospital care 
was reported today by the State 
Revenue Department. 
Acting Revenue Secretary Otto F. 
Messner said a year-long drive has 
produced all but about 0500,000 In 
outstanding bills. 
The 01,250,000 figure was compiled 
from audits of state institutional 
accounts, it includes money owing 
for more than 90 days—as of May 31, 
1948—from patients or others at 
the institutions. 
The audits were made under the 
direction of former Auditor General 
G. Harold Wagner and filed with 


the Legislature. Wagner was sue 
ceeded last month by Weldon 
Heyburn. 
State law requires that any bilj 
outstanding for more than 90 daj 
must be turned over to the Stat 
Justice Department for collectic 
They are usually accompanied by 
six per cent penalty charge.
